Sandia Corporation scientists will 
take part in nuclear weapons tests 
beginning about May 1 of this year 
at the Atomic Energy Commission’s 
Pacific Proving Grounds. 

Other members included in Joint 
Task Force 7. which will conduct the 
tests, will be from Los Alamos 
Scientific Laboratory and the AEC’s 
Santa Fe Operations Office in Al- 

Sandia Corporation personnel 
participating in past Pacific tests 
has exceeded 100 in numbers.

Chairman Lewis L. Strauss of the 
Atomic Energy Commission has 
made the following statement con¬ 
cerning the tests: 

“The forthcoming series of nu¬ 
clear tests at the Eniwetok proving 
grounds . . . will involve weapons 
generally smaller in yield than those 
tested during the 1954 test scries. 

"It is anticipated that the energy 
release of the largest test will he 
substantially below that of the max¬ 
imum 1954 test.” 

AEC-DOD Statement 

The Atomic Energy Commission 
and the Department of Defense have 
issued the following statement: 

"In the absence of effective inter¬ 
national agreement safe-guarded by 
adequate inspection to limit or con¬ 
trol armaments, the L'nited States 

the most modern efficient military 
strength for purpose of peace. 

“Pursuant to this course pre¬ 
parations are under way for a 
series of nuclear tests to begin in 
the spring at the Eniwetok Proving 
Grounds. One of the important 
purposes of this series will be the 
further development of methods of 
defense against nuclear attack.

The local group, one of the largest 
professional groups in the state, now 
numbers close to 400 members, or 
one per cent of the IRE’s global or¬ 
ganization which has more than 40,- 
000 active members. 

Founded in 1912 as an amalgama¬ 
tion of the Wireless Institute and 
the Society of Wireless Telegraph 
Engineers, the IRE numbered only 
50 members. It was founded to foster 
the professional growth of the fields 
of electronics and radio engineering, 
then an embryo science. Now it has 
members in 82 countries, including 
the Iron Curtain nations of Czecho¬ 
slovakia and Yugoslavia. 

24 Professional Groups 

Probably most persons at Sandia 
Corporation know about the IRE 
and generally understand its pur¬ 
poses. But not so well known or 
understood are the 24 professional 
groups within the international or¬ 
ganization.

Slingshot Principle 
Test Device To Be 

A test device which might be lik¬ 
ened to a giant slingshot is being 
constructed by 1613 of the Test Lab¬ 
oratory Department to test the ef¬ 
fects of stress, shock and accelera- 

The device will be put in opera¬ 
tion by June of this year. Located 
in Area 3, it will use aircraft shock 
cords in much the same principle as 
the rubber band in a child’s sling¬ 
shot to develop approximately one 
million foot-pounds of energy to ap¬ 
ply an accelerating force to the com¬ 
ponent being tested.

If you could walk through a polio ward today, you would 
see that polio has not yet been conquered. There is no vac¬ 
cine that can help the stricken. 

Their victories don't make headlines. Their victories are

finger; a few blessed hours out 
of an iron lung; learning to 
breathe by gulping air like a 
frog; or taking a single step on 
crutches. 

These are the small con¬ 
quests that spark the existence 
of the stricken. These are the 
victories over polio which they 
earn through courageous effort 
—and your help to the March 
of Dimes. 

Their fight is a costly one. 
In 18 years, your March of 
Dimes has provided $233,- 
000.00 in patient aid alone. 

In 1955 more than 30,000 
Americans were stricken with 
infantile paralysis. It was the 
eighth consecutive year of the 
worst polio epidemics of all 
times.

Director Sets Sales 
Tax Deduction Limits

The District Director of the U.S. 
Internal Revenue Service has an¬ 
nounced that for 1955 Federal In¬ 
come Tax returns taxpayers may 
estimate the deduction for sales 
taxes which they have paid in 1955 
to the State of New Mexico and the 
City of Albuquerque at 1 1/3 per¬ 
cent of their adjusted gross income. 

This applies to taxpayers who 
have an adjusted gross income not 
in excess of $10,000. Somewhat less 
will probably be allowed employees 
having salaries in excess of $10,000. 

The I J/j percentage figure reflects 
the fact that the city tax did not be¬ 
come effective until last May.
